The state board of agriculture has

their immediate environment. 
7 housands of farmers do not set a 
chance to inspect state farms and this 
method projects the work accomplish­ 
ed at these institutions over the state 
generally. Every farmer in the state 
is brought into active contact with the 
best methods prevailing in his spec­ 
ial line of endeavor, and the resuh 
i s that a class of farmers is no. 
being trained up in Oklahoma that 
will accomplish wonders in the fu­ 
ture. 
The work is proving so helpful and
